Nearly ali of the business 
houses closed up in the afternoon, and 
everybody turned ont to assist the 
“hove” in -properly celebreting the 
twénty-séventh anniversary of the 


Sate“s birth. 


Promptly at 1 o’clock Lieut. J. M. 
Neal, Grand Marshal, formed the pro- 
cession in front of the courthouse. 


FIRST DIVISION. 


Marshal and Aide. 

The band, under ‘the leadership of 
Prof. Hoskins, furnished the music, 
which was as good as any ever heard 
in Reno, 

Company A, onder command of 
Capt. F. C, Frey, with 24 men strong, 
was followed by Company B, under 
command of Capt. Fred Stadtmuller, 
with 24 men, of the University Cadets, 
and Company C, under command of 
Capt. C. H. Stoddard, with 32 men in 
line; made the military part of the 
procession a pleasing feature. 


THE SECOND DIVISION 


Waa beaded by the Uniform Rank, 
K. of P., under command of Capt. H. 
J. Thyes with twenty men, and 
every one a soldier, gaye proof that 
Nevada was not short of good mater- 
ial. The Patriarchs Militant, under 
command of Captain R. C. Leeper, 
looked and marched well. 

The old boys“ of the G. A. R. 
came next, and their measured tread 
told the story of the War of the Re- 
bellion over again. The old heroes 


who are left seem to be as full of fire 
asever. The Veterans of the Mexi- 
can War tarned out, but but few 
joined the procession, for their task 
is nearly completed anda very large 
majority of the old fellows have taken 
part in their last parade. 


THE THIRD DIVISION 


Consisted of Johnson Sides, mounted 


under a canvas-covered wagon, with 
several saddle - colored American 
brothers and sisters beside bim, fol- 
lowed by little native sous and a long 
line of citizens in carriages. 
THE EXERCISES AT THE OPERA HOUSE. 
After the parade was dismissed the 
Opera House was rapidly filled up. 
President of the Day, F. H. Norcross, 
made a few appeversete remarks and 
was followed by prayer. Mrs. George 
Hymers and Mies Flo Pinniger then 
sang a very sweet duet, This was 
followed by an oration by C. D. Van 
Duzer who said in substance: 


Nevada is one of America’s young- 
est children. Her father is popularly 
known as Uncle Sam. We refer to 
her mother with pride and patriotism 
as the Goddess Liberty. She bas 
the proud distinction of belonging to 
the most distinguished political fam- 
ily the world has ever known. Ip 
this justly celebrated family are forty- 
four sisters, of which Nevada is the 
wayward girl, the traditional Cinder- 


‘ella, upon whom is placed all the 


drudgery toward whom her forty- 
three proud sisters point the tinger of 
shame and over wir i they would un- 
justiy throw a veil of shame and io- 
amy. 

For one so young ler history has 
been peculiarly interesting and full of 
thrilling western romance. Her very 
birth, at the time when the union was 
in the throbs of a civil revolution, the 
very purpose for which she was con- 
ceived, gives to Nevada a historical 
significance that attaches to no other 
State in the union. It is true that the 
snowy crested summits of the Sierras, 
bathed in a flood of golden sunshine, 
nor the stars at night set in the azure 
sky like isles slumbering on the bosom 
of the ocean can look down upon beau- 
tiful valleys in Nevada, whose soil has 
been watered by the blood of revolu- 
tionary patriots, or upon plains famous 
as historical battlefields, or upon 
cities xhere mounments of bronze 
and stone commemorate the deeds of 
battle born and veteran scared heroes. 

The warrior is a great man. It 
takes a brave heart to face the can-

Tue present generation of men who 
have gained wealth, fame, name and 
reputation in this State, who are 
about to pass from the stage of active 
life, have hardly began to develop the 
resources in this State. The work for 
the future of this State lies in the 
bands of her young men. 

e, as young men, ought to study 
the great problems of this State’s wel- 
fare—the silver question and the irri- 
gation question. Acquaint ourselves 
with the needs of the State, devise 
ways and means for the future of the 
State, take a hand in her politics, and 
1 can gay on behalf of the young men 
of Nev that we intend to stay here 


and Gght it out on this line if it takes 


the test of our lives, and thatif we 
ever get wealth it will be expended 
in building up our State, and not in 
beautifying other States and cities. 

We see all around us development 
in every form. Southern California 
was once as forbidding a desert as any 
partof Nevada. Capital, advertising 
and energy has made her the granary 
of the world. Utah, similarly situ- 
ated, is a land of happy homes of en- 
terprise and isa rich territory. Idaho, 
ou the north, is fast becomiug a great 
State. Arizona, on the south, is forg- 
ing ahead, aod we alone are being left 
in the rear. Whyisit? Not that we 
are so differently climatically situated, 
not that we have not the resources, 
not that we have not the possibilities; 
but that every cent taken from the 
State has been used in building up 
other States, that ber citizens are not 
public spirited enough, that in order 
to support a clase of politicians we are 
being taxed to death. 

Another great question upon which 

the young men of Nevada ought to 
educate themselves is the irrigation 
question. In reality the most perma- 
nent foundation upon which any 
State can build permanency is her 
agricultural poesibilities. An acre of 
mining ground may become exhausted 
and worthless in a year and cease to 
produce. An acre of farming land 
produces for yeara and grows each 
year wore valuable and is a source 
continuaily of revenue; gives labor to 
man and sustains for years a popula- 
tion. 
Upon this important topic we cannot 
be too well informed, and as much 
depends on the result we should 
closely watch it, for in reality who else 
than the young men of Nevada are to 
be benefitted by this movement 
which, though not immediate, must 
be in the near future. 

On the silver question we area unit. 
On the irrigation though as to ultimate 
results we are united, yet as to the 
ways and means we differ. Let us 
aid however with heart and soul the 
‘sincere efforts of capital, and let us 
extend tothe men who have enough 
faith in our State to invest money a 
hearty welcome and to those men who 
have come into this State and are ex- 
pending large sums of money out of 
estates grown rich in Nevada let us 
give a double welcome. Let us not 
retard their movements by jealous 
suspicion but extend to them aid. 

Already the East is turning to the 
West for bright and original minds; 
already the heads of educational in- 
stitutions call for Western men. Wall 
Street trembles at the dash of Western 
financiers. The Senate chamber feels 
the influence of Western Senators. 
The literary world owes much to 
Western minds. [f it is true that cer- 
tain climatic conditions and physical 
features of the surrounding country 
are favorable to the advancement of 
the huna iotellect; that from Erin’s 
green isle comes eloquence; from the 
sunony lururian shores of the Mediter- 
ravean, poetic genius; from Albion’s 
fair shores and Germany's hardy 
clime, the valiant warrior; from the 
lofty Alps and Appenines that lift 
their proud heads high in the azure 
blae, love of liberty and patriotism, 
then can we look forward with hope 
to the future of the native sons and 
daughters of the Golden West, for in 
no other portion of the globe do we 
find so many favorable climatic con- 
ditions for human iotelligepce and 
meotal and physical growth. Here 
we can gain from yonder snowy sum- 
mits love of liberty, freedom and inde- 
pendence from our invigorating air, 
robust bodies; from the emerald-hued, 
hills and velvet valleys, eloquence; 
from the warm and sunny citrus val- 
leys of Califormia, patriotic genius; 
from the sublimity of the mighty Pa- 
cific, high aim, and with a people so 
favored by nature, and when science 
shall at will open the pores of the 
clouds and harness the potential power 
of the Truckee, when chemistry shall 
have given us means to get the full 
value of our mineral stores and the 
desert shall have been reclaimed, we 
will have laid the foundation for a 
State, the peer of any in the Union.

You make a deposit, pay a certain sum 
for the use of an umbrella for one year, 
and then you may draw an umbrella at 
the general office or any branch. The 
great ad antage claimed is that it saves 
the sul .riber from carrying an um- 
brella when itis not needed. It rains 
in the morning and you bring your um- 
brella down town with you. It is fair 
when you are ready to go home, and 
you leave it at the nearest branch; or 
perhaps a boy comes and gets it. If it 
begins to rain on the way home you 
drop into another branch office, present 
a card like a circulating library ticket. 
and get another umbrella. Ona rainy 
morning if the records of the company 
show that you have no umbrella a boy 
calls and leaves one. It rains when you 
take the cars in New York and you 
draw an umbrella; when you reach 
your destination at Canajoharie it is 
fair, and you turn your umbrella 
in atthe Canajoharie branch. If an 
umbrella is stolen from you the com- 
pany traces it and the society for the 
enforcemenvtof the criminal law prose- 
cutes the thief, who is defended by the 
society for the preservation of the 
rights of prisoners. 

One of the advantages claimed for the 
circulating umbrella system is its cheap- 
ness. You can withdraw your deposit 
at any time, and the dues are small. 
This is good, but it seems to us that 
there is a still better field for another 
company. We would respectfully sug- 
gest the American Clothes Supply Com- 
pany. Many a young man on a small 
salary finds difficulty in providing him- 
self with a suitable amount of clothes. 
Obviously a man cannot, or at least 
does not, wear more than one suit at 
time, still he must be provided with 
several.
